FINANCIAL REFORMS. 


In his Annual Report on the Economic Condi- 
tions of the Republic of Colombia, dated March 
last, Mr. C. C. A. Lee, British Vice-Consul at 
Bogota, writes that the most important event which 
has taken place recently in regard to the financial 
situation of the Republic was the visit of the 


Mission of North American financial experts. This 
Advisory Commission was invited by President 
Ospina to occupy themselves in reforming and 


amplifying the existing legislation of the country, 
with special reference to commercial, banking, and 
financial matters, Kxtraordinary sessions of Con- 


gress were opened on 28th May, 1925, for the 
express purpose of dealing with the results of the 
Mission’s deliberations and recommendations. ‘The 


following comment of the Minister of Finance upon 
the labours of the Mission is interesting. Never 
in the history of Colombia, and perhaps never in 
that of any other country, have such intense and 
profound legislative labours, so far-reaching in 
their significance, been eifected in so short a time.’’ 
This, writes Mr. Lee, is certainly true, and it is not 
too much to say that the reforms introduced by the 
Conimittee of experts have set Colombian legisla- 
tion, in theory, upon a level comparable with that 
of the greater modern States. The practice of those 
theories is now being put into operation, and, given 
an application worthy of the soundness of the 
technical stability of the new legislation, the results 
upon the Republic’ s administrative and financial 
life cannot but be exceptionally promising. 


Errecr or REFORMS. 


The following are some of the more important 
measures which are embodied in these reforms: 
‘They have established a gold standard tor Colom- 


bian money, given the Republic a new general 
law upon banking in accordance with the best 


modern practice of the United States of America 
and Kurope, set up a system of banking supervision 
and legislation founded upon that of the State of 
New York, and brought into foree in Colombia, 
with certain modifications, the uniform law of the 
United States of America respecting negotiable 
instruments, which is in operation in forty-five 
States of the Union. The law regarding the Bank 
of the Republe created a Central Issue Bank with 
an authorised capital of ten million pesos and with 
a paid-up capital of some six million pesos gold, 
and with the exclusive privilege of issuing bank 
notes in Colombia. Within a few vears’ time its 
paper money will be the only kind having legal 
circulation in the Republic. The Bani is obliged 
to support its de ‘posits and issues bv a eold reserve 
of 60 per cent. of their value. It constitutes a 
re-discount bank; it is the fiscal agent of the 
Government, and 1s limited in respect of its powers 
of negotiation with the general public. The Com- 
mission also presented a Bill for an alteration in 
the method of drawing up and regulating the 
national yearly estimates, which was approved by 
Congress in July, 1923. The Budget for the present 
year has been formed upon the lines of this new 
model. 

A financial measure which received the assent of 
Congress and was promulgated as law on 12th 
December, 1923, although not drafted by the Com- 
mission, was the Law providing for the conversion 
and unification of the external debt of Colombia, 
whereby the powers granted to the Government 
by Law 116 of 1922 (conversion of the internal 
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debt) are extended to this debt.

Owing to the small demand for olive oil soap from Egypt 
last vear the other Greek markets required less from the 
Zante market, and exports totalled cnly 1,45@ tons, com- 
pared with 2,500 tons in the previous year and 2,280 tons 
in 1921. 

The value of the soap exported during 1923 amounted 
to approximately 15,130,000 drachmae. 

The soda ash and caustic soda used in the preparation 
of olive oil soap comes mainly from Great Britain, 135 
the former and 25 tons of the latter being imported 
during 1923. 

The olive oil produced in Zante is not an edible oil, 
used in the manufacture of soap, some 320,000 
gallons being produced in 1923. 

The output of wine during the year was small, being 
estimated at 200,000 gallons, for local consumption only. 

Other manufactures of the district include a_ small 
output of tiles, bricks, earthenware utensils, and lime for 
local use.

INCREASED AUTOMOBILE IMPORTS. 


The Commercial Secretary at Steckholm, in his Report 
on the Economie, Commercial, and Industrial Situation 
in Sweden (H.M. Stationery Office, price Is. 6d. 
het, Is. 7d. post free), states that the importation 
01 motor vehicles into Sweden in 1923 attained 
record proportions. The motor-cars imported amounted 
to 611,726, valued at 31,449,072 kronor, and  com- 
mercial motor vehicles to 2,358, valued at 4,422,628 
kr., as compared with 7,048 motor-cars, valued at 21,224,753 
kr, and 1,695 commercial motor vehicles, valued 
© 4,100,849 kr. in 1922. About 70 per cent. or more of

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these vehicles came from the United States. It will thus 
be seen that the organised efforts made by American 
motor vehicle manufacturers to impress the Swedish market 
during the past few years have been rewarded, Having 
regard to the long life of the average British car, its 
superior hody work, its low petrol consumption, its economy 
in regard to renewals, and the generally high standard of 
performance of British engines, it is most surprising and 
extremely disappointing that British makers have pro- 
gressed so slowly in a country which ought to provide an 
excellent market for British motor vehicles. It is appa- 
rently inadequately recognised in the United Kingdom that 
American and German manufacturers in particular have, 
in order to secure a firm control of the market, been 
satisfied with minimum profits, and have assiduously 
strengthened their position by offering every conceivable 
form of trading inducement to Swedish dealers. The use 
of the motor-car, commercial motor vehicle, and the motor 
omnibus in Sweden is increasing at a rapid rate, and the 
United Kingdom’s relatively small share of the trade is 
all the more to be reyretted. It is said that automobile 
trafic in Sweden doubled in 1923 as compared with 1922, 
and it is estimated that there were 40,000 velicles of all 
kinds running at the end of 1923, or one vehicle for every 
150 inhabitants. One authority states that between 30th 


November, 1922, and 30th November, 1923, 17,876 motor 
vehicles were registered. In Stockholm alone no _ less 


than 6,800 motor vehicles were running at the end of 1928, 


compared with only 1,580 in 1922, and the garage accom- 
modation in the capital was approximately quadrupled 
last year. 


Moron OMNIBUSES. 

A further significant development has been the great 
increase in the use of motor omnibuses, of which it is 
calculated there are 1,100 at present running in regular 
traffic im Sweden on 700 different lines. This is probably 
double the number of motor omnibuses in existence in 
1922. It is some slight satisfaction to record that perhaps 
the most important line, viz., a service carried on in the 
heart of Stockholm, is supplied with British-made motor 
omnibuses. In view, therefore, of the strong probability 
that motor vehicles will rapidly much more 
popular feature than ever in this country for transpert 
purposes, British makers are very earnestly advised to 
devote serious attention to this and neighbouring markets. 
The situation will not admit of treatment, and 1f 
reasonable progress is to be made at all questions relating 
to the high horse-power required by Swedish conditions,

With certain modifications, the above remarks apply 
to motor-cycles, of which it is estimated per 
cent. come from the United States. The excellence of the 
finish of British motor-cycles is quite recognised in this 
country, but their comparatively Jow horse-power and 
erhanced price have militated against the measure of 
popularity which they ought to enjoy. It is said that the 
British H.P. rating is misleading to the Swedish public, 
viich has become used to the American deseription of 
Hi.P. Moreover, an all-chain drive is considered essential 
to meet Swedish conditions, especially as in very cold 
weather belts are liable to slip and to become clogged 
with snow and mud. The gearing also should, if possible, 
be lower on top gear than is usual on British cycles. 
Twist-grip control is also regarded as essential, as well 
as wide forks to permit of space for snow chains. If proper 
attention is paid to the foregoing matters, and Swedish 
dealers are supplied with the latest models of machines 
as well as with up-to-date catalogues and facilities for 
comprehensive advertising, there should be a very lucrative 
market for British makes.

TRADE OF TENGYUEH IN 1923. 
(From the Acting British Consul.) 
TENGYUEH. 

The returns for 1923 again show a serious decrease as 
compared with those for the preceding year. The imports, 
which amounted to £409,117, were £155,183 less than in 
1922, while the exports amounted to £265,849, a decrease 
of £24,500. The chief cause of the decrease of over 37 per 
cent. in the import trade was the tailure of two important 
Chinese firms in Tengyueh, who owed one and a half million 
rupees to Mandalay Chetties. Several smaller firms also 
failed. The Chetties refused to make further advances to 
Tengyueh merchants, and merchants who usually sell to 
the latter declined to give them goods on credit. A further 
cause for the restriction on imports was the prevailing low 


value of the dollar, the exchange varying from 66-77 to 
100 Rs. during the year.

This deposit is 
situated near Calabogie, in Kastern Ontario, about 
miles from Ottawa, and is owned and operated by the 
Black Donald Graphite Company. It was discovered in 
1896, and has been worked more or less steadily since 
that year. 

The Black Donald deposit presents several features that 
single it out from the general run of graphite deposits, 
chief of which are its size and the richness of the ore. 
The flake graphite bodies of Alabama are probably the 
lowest in graphitic carbon content of any deposits that it 
has proved profitable to work, the average graphite 
content being 3 per cent. The Pennsylvania and New York 
deposits run about 5 per cent., while the Canadian deposits 
commonly range from 8 to 15 per cent. The ore from the 
Plack Donald mine, however, averages 65 per cent. 
graphite, and in the richer zones may go as high as 80 
per cent. It is a dense, compact aggregate of fine 
graphite flakes containing subordinate amounts of mica, 
chlorite, and calcite as the principal impurities. 

Some of the rich ore is shipped in the crude state, but 
the bulk of it undergoes a milling and refining process at 
the mine. The ore consists of a mass of fine graphite 
flakes, too small for the requirements of the crucible trade 
—the largest graphite consuming industry. By modern 
methods of oil flotation the Black Donald Company makes 
refined flake graphite running as high as 98 per cent. 
graphitic carbon, 

The company’s market is confined almost entirely to 
the lubricating and foundry facing trades, and is mainly 
in the United States; but, since the highly successful policy 
of putting up high-carbon dry flake in package form was 
adopted, an increasing domestic business is being done, 
the graphite being employed extensively for automobile

lubrication. The company has also of late establish 
agencies for their products in Great Britain, where Blac 
Donald graphite is already meeting with a very favourabj. 
reception. 

While the Canadian graphite mining industry as a whole 
is in a very depressed state at the present time, ow), 
to conditions in the crucible trade and competition from 
the cheaply won Madagascar graphite, it is well to kg, 
in mind that Canada has very important graphite resoureg, 
and can furnish large amounts of excellent flake graphite 
for crucible or other purposes. Moreover, recent improyy. 
ments in methods of concentrating and refining ena) 
the ore to be treated at a much lower cost than heretofore 
and, in addition, give products of much higher grade,

THE M.1.C.U.M. AGREEMENTS. 

The Commercial Secretary at Cologne reports that, 


according to the ‘‘ Koelnische Zeitung,’’ the Committee 
of Six arrived in Berlin on 13th June, the Dusseldorf 
negotiations with the M.I.C.U.M. having failed. A Con- 
ference has been arranged with interested Government 
circles, in which it will be attempted to find some solution.

BRITISH INDIA.

Through the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas markets, 
covering all commercial subjects of interest to British traders 
engaged in export trade. This information is collated and is 
sent to any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information, if such information is not already in the 
possession of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may be made oi the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
other openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and nature 
of competition and the best methods of meeting it; usual 
methods of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency 
conditions ; Customs Regulations and Tarifis; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc.; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and 
Transport, etc. The Department also supplies lists of names 
of likely importers of British goods or of firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or Agents of British 


firms, 
CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY. 


The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as pos- 
sible with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild and, 
where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. Officers of 
the Department, both from Overseas and from Headquarters, 
visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the industrial 
centres of the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch with 


business men.

CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


One of the most important services rendered by the Depart. 
ment is the supply of confidential information regarding trade 
openings and other matters likely to be of interest to mam. 
facturers and merchants. This is done chicty by means of the 
Special Register, concerning which details are given below.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


THE DEPARTMENT’S SPECIAL REGISTER SERVICE. 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in countries 
abroad, or any other specific openings for British trade, is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of the 
news. The one receives a considerable start in the competitive 
race, while the other suffers a handicap which in very many 
cases practically nullifies his chances of securing the business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of receiving 
information of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
or in the trade press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to the 
Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its con- 
fidential or semi-contidential character. When a report relates 
to a specitic opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those tirms to which it is likely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms are 
grouped and classified according to both the nature of the goods 
and the markets in which they are interested, thus facilitating 
the despatch of relative information and avoiding as far as 
possible the receipt of particulars which are of no interest to them. 
At the same time it is thought desirable to send the firms too 
much rather than too little so as to ensure that they get all the 
news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s, 6d. per 
annum, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who 
have enrolled themselves not only get the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? every week, but they are assured of obtaining 
promptly, by means of the Special Register Service of confidential 
circulars, every report or item of news likely to concern them. 


subsequently becomes generally known. Frequently they con 
tain information which it is desired to keep confidential, so that 
British firms may reap full benefit from it. 


VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 


It is obviously impossible to measure in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thus 
received. In cases where business results, the actual value of 
the transaction in question may be great or small, but there i 
ample evidence that long-lasting and riofitable business con 
nections frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction 
due to information received through this service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful and waluable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them 
through the Special Register Service. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Any United Kingdom firm engaged in the export trade sup- 
plying goods solely or mainly of United Kingdoin production is 
eligible for admission to the Special Kegister. 

The Register 1s not open to non- British traders. 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register i 
£2 4s. 6d. per annum, which includes the annual subscription & 
the ‘*‘ Board of Trade Journal.”’ 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included om 
the Special Register should communicate with the Comptroller 
General, Department of Overseas Trade ( Development and 
Intelligence), 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.
